ion, I thought if I had been on the other 
ide I would have said : "We had a much 
nore liberal supply of paper money than 
ou had; why did it not put you down7 
Laughter.] Our money was better than 
ours in one respect, for ours set a day 
if resumption, which was six months after 
he independence of the Confederate 
tates should be acknowledged." [Laugh- 
ter.] I think, sir, that tliose gentlemen 
who are familiar with the financial histo- 
y of the Confederacy would not join the 
gentleman in his eulogy on paper cur- 
ency which is cut loose from the coin 
tandard. 


Our country needs not only a national 


mt an international currency. Let me 
tate a fact of vast importance in this 
liscussion. 
The foreign trade of this 


ountry — its 
exports and imports — 


amounts to $1.500,000,000 in value; and 
3very dollar of that trade must be trans- 
acted in coin. We can not help our- 
elves. Every article of export we send 
abroad is measured by and sold for coin, 
ilvery article of import we must pay for 
n coin. We must translate these coin 
>rices into our cuerency; and every fluc- 
uation in the value of the greenback 
alls upon us and not upon the countries 
with which we trade. 
Therefore the 


commercial interests of America demand 
.hat the international and national value 
of money shall be one, so that what is a 
dollar in Ohio shall be a dollar the world 
over. Our money must be international 
as well as national, unless we wish to iso- 
ate this country and have no trade or 
commerce, or glory on the sea. 


The trouble with our greenback dollar 


s this: it has two distinct functions, one 
a purchasing power, the other a debt-pay- 
ng power. As a debt-paying power it is 
equal to one hundred cents; that is, to 
>ay an old private debt. 
A greenback 


lollar will by law discharge one hundred 
cents of debt. But no law can give it 
mrchasing power in the general markets 
>f the world unless it represents a known 
standard of coin value. Now, what we 
want is that these two qualities of our 
greenback dollar shall be made'equal— 
ts debt-paying power and its general pur- 
chasing power. When these are equal, 
:he problem of our currency is solved, and 
not till then. 


We who defend the Resumption act 


propose not to destroy the greenback, 
jut to dignify it, to glorify it. The law 
that we defend does not destroy it, but 
preserves its volume at $300,000,000, and 
nakes it equal to and convertible into 
coin. I ojjmit that the law is not en- 
tirely free from ambiguity. But the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, who has the exe- 
cutibnbfthe lav, declares that section 


3,579 of the, Revised Statutes is in full 
force, namely : 
" When any United States notes aw 


returned to the Treasury, they may be re- 
issued from time to time, as the cxigcn 
cies of public interest may require," 


Although I do not believe in keeping 


greenbacks as a permanent currency it 
the United States, although I do not my- 
self believe in the Government becoming 
a permanent banker, yet I am willing, foi 
one, that in order to prevent the shock to 
business which gentlemen fear, the $:!00,- 
000,000 of greenbacks shall be allowed to 
remain in circulation at par as long as the 
wants of trade show manifestly that they 
are needed. Now, is that a great con- 
traction 1 Is it n contraction at all' 


Why, gentlemen' when you have brought 


your greenbacks up two and one-half 
cents higher in value, you will have added 
to your volume of money $'200,000,000 
of gold coin which cannot ciicuhte until 
greenbacks arc brought to pur. 
Let 


tliose who are afraid of contraction con- 
sider this fact and answer it. 


Summing it all up in a word, the strug- 


gle now pending in this House is, on the 
one hand, to make the greenback better, 
uid on the other, to make it worse. The 
Resumption net is making it better every 
lay. Repeal that act and you make it 
ndemiitely worse. In the name of every 
nan who wants his own when he 1ms 
timed it, ] demand that we do not make 
he wages of the poor man shrivel in his 
mnds alter he has earned them; but that 
lis money shall be made better and better, 
mtil Uie plough-holder's money shall be 
is good as the bond-holder's money; un- 
il our standard is one, and there is no 
ong.'r one money for the rich and another 


r the poor. 
This is the era of pacification. We 


)clieve in the pacification of the coun- 
ry. That is, we seek to pass out of the 
torm-centre of war that raged over this 
:ountry so long, and enter the calm cir- 
:le of peace. Wo believe in the equality 
if States, and the equality of citi/iens bc- 
ore the law. In these we have made 
great progress. 
Let us tuke one step 


urther. Let us have equality of dollars 
leforo the law, so that the trinity of our 
political creed shall be equal Status, 
quul men, and equal dollars throughout 
he Union. When these three are resi- 
zed, we shall luu e achieved the complete- 
lacification of our country. 


We are bound for three great reasons 


o maintain the resumption of specie 
laymcnts ; First, because the sanction of 
he public faith requires it; second, be- 
ause the material prosperity of the 
ountry demands it; and third, because 
ur future prosperity demands that agi- 
ation shall cease, and that the country 
hall find a safe and permanent basis for 
'nancial peace.

In order to enjoy this delicious rid- 


dance, it is only necessary to heap up into 
a little cone one teaspoonful of the drug 
pyrcthrum, touch it with a lighted match 
and watch the thin blue line of smoke as 
it rises to the ceiling and is wafted 
through the air, changing the busy drone 
of insect life into a weak wail oi' insect 


Pretty soon down they conic plump 


on the table and over your paper, spin on 
their tiny backs, and then sheath their 
lunccts, curl up their hair-like logs and 
interest one no more. 


Up stairs the little ones sleep unmoles- 


ted, though there arc thousands of mos- 
quitoes in the room; the pests are sick 
unto death, and cling sadly to the walls, 
too feeble to think of tapping the rich 
warm blood that glows in ruddy little 
limbs just below , the fume of the pyrcth- 
rum h:is settled their business, and while 
it lingers in the room, outsiders are un- 
willing to make an entry, though the 
windows are raised and the lattices only 
half closed. 


Gauze bars are hot stuffy tilings at best, 


and one must be sadly driven to attempt 
to sleep under such a coven then, as we 
nil know, the mosquito always finds his 
way through, no matter how carefully one 
may tuck up his folds about the couch. 


Smoke from the Persian camomile, or 


its dusty powder, we have found most 
efficacious, and your readers will bless me 
when once they try it. The purity of the 
drug must be assured. 
This can readily 


be tested; it must have a bright buff col- 
or, be light, readily burned, and give a 
pleasant, tea-like fragrance; one pinch 
should kill a dozen flies, confined in a 
bottle, at once; where it fails of these 
properties it has been adulterated.

he ^DHiey "Island of Boston—by 'the 
laying of a game of base ball in the 
vening long after the sun had gone 
.own, the inuintnation being supplied by 
|U Tirushiigjit/jlje theory of toWn UUuiii- 
aatioB by tois jaeaasria that by.«4he plac- 
ng of a number of electric lamps on the 
ummit of towers about 200 feet high, 
and having the towers so arranged that 
here will be about four to the square 
mile, enough light will ba diffused to 
completely illumine fli'e streets and jpene- 
trate even as sunlight, into the houses. 


In order to reduce theory tot practice, 


three wooden towers, 100 feet high and 
500 feet apart, were erected. 
Twelve 


lamps, each capable of giving as much 
illuminating power as 2,500 candles, were 
placed on each tower, and though the 
light was ^uite steady, yet thd experiment 
could hardly b<5 called a success, for 
while the field was> entirely illuminated, 
yet at times after the balji had been 
batted it would often bo but indistinctly 
seen. Upon the hotel piazza near by, 
however*, a newspaper could be read with 
about as much *aso as during the day, 
though when the paper was placed in the 
shade the litters would all soem to vanish 
and become blurred; still at a distance 
of a mile from the light the face and 
hands of a watch .could be easily seen 
Thus, though the trial wi-s but partially 
successful, yet enough has been'demon- 
strated to show that it is quite likely thai 
but few years will elapse before oui 
streets will be made; as bright by nigh 
as by day. . 


One of'the most distinguished of thi 


early American physicists, Dr. Charlc 
Thomas Jackson, died near Boston abou 
a week since.

We have lately had assembled here the 


>ody of scientists known as the American 
Association foi tho Advancement of 
Science. Its sessions lasted a week or 
more, and many of its papers were most' 
nterpstmg. Of the president's address 
concerning "Life," and of the production 
and re-prodnction of sound by light, I 
shall, probably, at a very early period at- 
tempt to give 5 on a synopsis. No\v? how- 
ever, I shall but briefly describ6 a new 
instalment, called the topophone, de- 
vised by 1'rof. Moyer, to determine the 
direction, position and distance of tho 
fog-hdrns of land -stations,' or of'wh»stTcs 
onboard steamers. It is formed of two 
resonators, mounted on a horizontal bar, 
which tut us around its 'centre on a verti- 
cal rod. To this vertical rod is fixed a 
pointer, which is directed at light angles 
to the horizontal bar. 
To each resonator 


is attached a. rubber tube. ,Oue of these 
tubes is longer than the other by one- 
half wave length of the sound which 
falls on the resonators. Its action is as 
follows 
A wave surface of sound is a 


spherical surface with the source of sound 
at its centre. On this wave-surface of 
sound the particles of air are all vibrating 
toward or from the som ce of sound at the 
same instant. It follows that when the 
mouths of the resonators are both at the 
same time on the wave surface, they re- 
ceive at the same instant the same direc- 
tion of vibrating motion , but when these 
vibrations have reached the point when 
the two rubber tubes unite, they inter- 
fere and silence ensues. To determine 
the direction of the fog-horn the appara- 
tus is turned around its vertical axis till 
the two resonators are on the sphere of 
the wave surface. 
This is known when 


silence ensues, and when this takes place 
the pointer is directed toward the source 
of sound. By two such observations of 
bearings at ends of a line of known 
length, tho actual position and distance 
of the fog-horn is ascertained. This ap- 
paratus has been tested by the light-house 
board, and has been found to give the 
position of a fog-horn to within a point 
at the distance of eight miles. 
Should it 


actually bear the test of practical use, 
much will have been done by Prof. 
Moyer to lessen tho dangers of water 
travel.
